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Orphan mercy flight crashes; 178 killed 


Thieu 
forming 
government 


SAIGON (UPI) — President Nguyen 
Van Thieu said tonight the South 
Vietnamese cabinet has resigned and a 
new government is being formed. 
Thieu announced the resignation of 
Prime Minister Tran Thien Khiem and 
the cabinet in a more than hour-long 
address to his bealeaguered nation. 
Nguyen Ba Can, chairman of the South 
Vietnamese National Assembly, has 
agreed to form the new government, 
Thieu said. 
"The Communists cannot possibly 
fight against our determination," Thieu 
declared. 
Can, considered one of the most astute 
politicians in Saigon, has been chairman 
of the assembly since 
the latest 
congressional elections in 1972. He is 
regarded by politicians as a rightist and 
supporter of Thieu, but capable of 
changing his position when necessary. 


The change of government came after 
the Saigon regime claimed to have 
cracked the second plot in a week for a 
coup against Thieu and after U.S. Army 
Chief of Staff Gen. Frederick C. Weyand 
said he agrees fully with Thieu’s 
military efforts to combat the massive 
Communist offensive. 
Thieu said: "The American people as 
well as the American Congress must see 
now that they have got to do something 
for the people of South Vietnam to keep 
from earning the label of traitors." 
He said that with reduced U.S. 
military aid it was clearly impossible 
for South Vietnam to maintain control of 
the entire country. 
"We might say that the direct 
battlefield 
situation which 
recently 
occurred came, of course, through 
weakness," Thieu said. "But you also 
have to admit that the spirit of the 
people of South Vietnam has been 
undermined for more than a year since 
they saw the United States not only did 
nothing to help but contributed to it by 
allowing the Communists to infiltrate 
here. 
"The loss of support has caused a loss 
of morale. The United States has not 
been replacing military supplies and 
equipment on a one-for-one basis as 
agreed in the Paris agreement. 


"We saw 500,000 American soldiers go 
to war with $30 billion a year. We have a 
million soldiers but much less money. 
We now need to see whether America 
will meet its commitments to South 
Vietnam." 


"We did not know what American aid 
would be coming in the next two or three 
years. How could we not be influenced 
by that fact? How cmild we trust the 
Americans? 


"I hope the people of America and the 
American Congress will see our need 
and the consequences of the actions over 
the last tvko years. Help us more 
effectively to protect our nation ” 


He appealed to the people to maintain 
their 
self-confidence, 
retain 
their 
calmness, remain alert, avoid panic and 
listen to and obey the government and 
administration. 


Most victims babies 
in huge C5A disaster 


SAIGON (UPI) - A U S Air Force C5A Galaxy plane carrying Vietnamese war 
orphans to the United States on the first flight of President Ford s emergency 
Operation Babylift, crashed and burned today as the pilot fought to save his crippled 
plane More than half of the 305 persons aboard were killed 
The U S Embassy put the death toll at least 178 persons, most of them babies. 
Many of the victims were still missing

Lagomarsino came to town last night 
and he liked the reception he received. 
“I’m overwhelmed," he said, beaming 
at an audience of more than 200 persons 
in 
Lompoc 
Library. 
“I’m 
very 
impressed." 


It 
was 
the 
first 
major 
public 
appearance in Lompoc for Lagomarsino 
since his successful trip to the polls in 
the November election. Lagomarsino, a 
Republican from Ojai, was one of the 
few GOP candidates to survive the 
whiplash of Watergate. 
Lagomarsino stepped to center stage 
in the library’s multi-purpose room and 
greeted his audience at 7:35 p.m., five 
minutes later than the announced time 
and a good half hour after the record 
audience began to assemble. 
He said he had scheduled a number of 
similar meetings in other areas and for 
two reasons. "To find out what you have 
to say; and to see if my mail is a true 
reflection of the public thinking." 


After that he got down to business, 
tackling question after question with a 
sureness 
and 
candor 
that 
was 
disarming. It was the best example in 


years of what we think of as an old 
fashioned town meeting. Not since the 
heyday of the late Congressman Charles 
M. 
Teague 
whom 
Lagomarsino 
succeeded has there been such a varied 
exchange of ideas from the Republican 
quarter. 
Before 
the 
initial 
smile 
on 
Lagomarsino's tanned face was more 
than a few seconds old, a member of the 
audience read a prepared statement on 
the subject of the crisis in medical 
malpractice insurance. Lagomarsino's 
face became grim as he listened. He 
waved 
aside 
protests 
from 
other 
members of the audience who thought 
the speaker should cut his presentation 
short. 
"I want to hear what you have to say," 
he told the speaker. At the conclusion, 
Lagomarsino said, “I realize there is a 
fantastic problem there." Later he said 
he had introduced some legislation to 
clarify the malpractice insurance crisis, 
but added "it doesn’t have a chance of 
passing." 
He went on 
kept coming 
to other questions, but 
back to the medical 


question. "It’s a very bad situation,” he 
said, "very dampening.” 
Lagomarsino took these positions in 
response to questions: Said he was 
opposed to taxing veterans disability 
compensation; 
declared 
that 
more 
attention would have to be paid to 
problems of inflation; declared that 
come what may social security was a 
contract with the government and that it 
would 
be 
honored; 
said 
he

at 
clarifying questions stemming from 
proposals to reduce military 
base 
commissary privileges by taxation; said 
he was looking into the proposals for 
raising pension levels for old retirees; 
declared that the answer to the energy 
shortage was to produce more, via 
nuclear, solar and shale oil sources; 
defended

policy 
in 
Panama; 
said 
the 
U.S. 
had 
a 
commitment to Israel; noted that the 
congressional sentiment was running 
against 
increasing 
aid 
to 
South 
Vietnam; said he was concerned with 
the problem of illegal aliens taking jobs 
away from citizens.

The plane was ferrying 243 orphans 
ranging in age from 8 months to 12 
years, most of them fathered by U.S.

The embassy said the plane also 
carried 44 U.S. mission escorts, 16 Air 
Force crewmen and the two flight 
nurses The Pentagon said there were 10 
medics and nurses aboard from Clark 
Field in the Philippines where the babies 
were to have been given a medical 
examination before flying to Travis 
AFB, Calif., and a personal welcome by 
President Ford 
Ford, deeply saddened by the crash, 
said, "Our mission of mercy will 
continue The survivors will be flown 
here when they are physically able 
Other waiting orphans will make the 
journey.

blew off at 23.000 feet, damaging its 
controls and causing

Survivors said some persons were 
sucked out the great opening in the 
back; many of the survivors were found 
with their clothes stripped off by the 
decompression 
The crash was the worst in U.S. air 
history and came 13 months almost to 
the day after a Turkish DC 10 airliner 
crashed near Paris when a cargo door 
blew open, 
killing 345 persons in 
history’s worst air disaster. 
Most of the victims today were in the 
lower half of the huge double-decker 
plane — the largest type in the world 
The survivors were on the upper deck 
with rows of babies strapped in seats 
that normally seat three adults in a row 
The plane smacked into a paddy field, 
skittered across and broke into pieces 
Fuel tanks burst into flames, sending up 
a pillar of smoke that could be seen in 
Saigon, five miles away. 
The pilot was able to turn the craft 
around and fly back toward Tan Son 
Nhut airport, but as he began his final 
approach at 5,000 feet about seven miles 
from the 
runway, 
"the 
sink rate 
increased 
rapidly 
and 
the 
pilot 
determined he could not make the 
field,” a Pentagon spokesman said. 
The spokesman said the plane crashed 
about three miles short of the runway, 
and added that the fact the pilot kept the 
plane level and brought it in so that 
more than half the passengers survived 
was "a remarkable demostration of 
flying skill." 


The spokesman said the pilot was at 
23.000 feet minutes after takeoff when 
the plane suddenly decompressed He 
said the pilot believed the rear loading 
ramp, which folds tightly into the tail 
and forms a pressure seal, had dropped 
open and the rear cargo doors covering 
it had blown off. 
The pieces that blew off are believed 
to have damaged the hydraulic lines to 
the tail, the spokesman said, because 
the pilot reported he lost all control over 
his elevator, rudder and flaps. He was 
able to steer only with his ailerons and 
engines.

SAN FRANCISCO (UPI) - Deeply 
saddened over the crash of the C5A car­ 
go plane ferrying South Vietnamese 
orphans to the United States, President 
Ford declared today: "Our mission of 
mercy will continue ’’ 
"The survivors will be flown here 
when they are physically able,” Ford 
said of the worst crash in U.S. aviation 
history. "Other waiting orphans will 
make the journey 
"This tragedy must not deter us, but 
offer new hope for the living." 
The Air Force plane carrying 306 
persons crashed near Saigon after its 
giant rear cargo doors blew off shortly 
after takeoff At least 178 persons were 
killed, most of them orphans being 
rushed out of South Vietnam in the face 
of the drastically deteriorating military 
situation 
The statement was issued by Ford as 
he flew from Palm Springs to San 
Francisco for a round of activities to 
promote his energy program 
"I am deeply saddened at the loss of 
so many lives in the crash of a United 
States C5A mercy flight today near Sai­ 
gon," Ford said. 
"I wish to convey my heartfelt 
condolences to the family and friends of 
the victims, many of whom were coming 
to new homes in the United States, and 
to the volunteers who were caring for 
them on the flight.”

Three defense positions 
fall near Cambodian capital 


PHNOM PENH (UPI) — Government 
forces gave up three positions near 
Phnom Penh under heavy attack today 
and 
moved 
in 
reinforcements 
by 
helicopter to plug holes in the besieged 
city’s defense line. 
In Bali, Indonesia, Cambodian Prime 
Minister Long Boret said there would be 
a bloodbath if the United States decided 
to cut off all aid. 
"It would be a tragedy for the civilian 
population, ’ he said. 
"The other side continues to have 
unlimited aid from the Communist side. 
If aid is brutally cut off we’U be very 
much 
affected. 
We 
do 
not 
lack 
determination, but we need material aid 
urgently.’’ 
The Cambodian leader accompanied 
President Lon Nol on a flight to exile 
earlier this week. Boret said he would 
return to Phnom Penh in a few days to 
head the government. 
Military sources in Phnom Penh said 
at least 27 men were reported killed, 58 
wounded and 55 missing in the retreat 
north and northwest of Phnom Penh. 
The troops left behind a substantial 
amount of arms and ammunition at the 
abandoned posts, one of them six miles 
north of the city and the others five 
miles.tq the northwest. 
New defense lines were established 
closer to the capital, the sources said. 
Official sources said the governpient 
moved in reinforcements Thursday to 


blunt a rebel penetration of the capital’s 
defense perimeter at a dike five miles 
north of the city. 
They called the situation "vulnerable” 
but said "government forces appear to 
have stabilized the defense lines at least 
temporarily." 
Airborne spotters reported as many as 
2.000 rebel reinforcements moving in 
from the northwest, many of them on 
bicycles. 
The American Embassy scheduled a 
charter flight to take out U.S. personnel 
under its policy of reducing the number 
of government employes by 15 per cent.

A number of possible solutions are 
now being considered to slow the 
nationwide 
medical 
malpractice 
insurance problem which threatens to 
drive physicians out of business or make 
medical care expense impossibly high 
for the average citizen. 
On March 13, the State Bar Advisory 
Commission on Medical Malpractice 
met in San Francisco to consider what 
action they should take. Commission 
Chairman 
Dr. 
Dean 
E. 
McHenry 
indicated the group will launch a study 
to determine viable solutions. 
Among other things, Dr. McHenry 
said the commission might consider 
recommending deferred payment of 
claims over a period of time, licensing 
and periodic relicensing of physicians, 
review of hospital procedures and 
a d m i n i s t r a t i o n , 
“ p a t i e n t s ’ 
representatives” in hospitals to help 
settle controversies, and more authority 
to medical review committees involved 
in upgrading performance of physicians. 
March 20, an informal hearing on 
medical malpractice was held in Santa 
Barbara. 
Representatives from 
the 
county medical society, the county bar 
association, local insurance companies 
and consumer groups gave testimony at 
the hearing, which was called by 
Assemblyman Gary Hart. Hart was 
recently appointed to the Assembly 
Select 
Comm ittee 
on 
Medical 
Malpractice and says he will use 


testimony given at the hearing to help 
the Assembly committee in resolving 
the crisis. 
A number of proposals concerning the 
medical malpractice insurance problem 
wtfl be considered by the California 
Legislature this year. The proposals 
include: 
— 
Creation 
of 
a 
malpractice 
underwriting association: a bill has 
already been introduced which would 
guarantee malpractice insurance to 
doctors for the next two years and would 
require liability insurers to pool their 
resources to supply this coverage. 
— Medical compensation insurance 
fund: this proposal would require the 
State Compensation Insurance Fund to 
write malpractice insurance. The Fund 
presently covers employes injured on 
the job through mandatory contributions 
from employers. 
— Screening panel for malpractice 
cases: 
before 
taken 
to 
court, 
malpractice cases would go through an 
informal 
hearing 
before 
a 
panel, 
composed of a judge, a doctor and a 
lawyer, which would recommend a 
settlement. 
— Arbitration. 
— Sliding fee scale: this scale would 
determine 
the 
percentage 
of 
a 
settlement the lawyer would receive in a 
case taken on a contingency fee basis. 
— 
Structured 
life care awards, 
payments to the injured party would be 
made over a period of time rather than 
in a lump sum. 
— Reform of the collateral source 
rule: this rule presently prevents a jury 
from being told from what other sources 
an injured party has received payment. 


— Professional liability compensation 
commission: this proposal would take 
medical malpractice cases out of the 
present tort system and put them before 
a commission or administrative agency 
where the standard for determining 
liability would be whether the injury 
was caused by medical intervention. 
(Many sources feel this would be as 
difficult to determine as the present 
standard 
of 
"negligence” 
on 
the 
doctor’s part.) 
If these proposals sound nothing but 
confusing to you, there is now a bill 
before Congress for a national health 
insurance plan which might seem to 
provide a simpler solution. That bill is 
HR 3252, presently before the House 
subcommittee on public health of the 
interstate 
and 
foreign 
commerce 
committee. 
The 
idea 
behind 
the 
bill 
was 
introduced by Peter Fisher of Santa 
Barbara, who feels it to be a simple 
cure-all for most of this country s 
medical 
problems, 
including 
high 
m edical 
m alp ractice 
insurance 
premiums. The idea is based on the 
present 
British 
Columbia 
health 
insurance plan 


"This is a proven health insurance 
plan,” stressed Fisher. "It’s not just 
theory.” 
Fisher’s background for this proposal 
is based on figures from annual reports 
of each of the Canadian provincial 
health ministers, from the Canadian 
health minister in Ottowa, from the 
Bureau of Statistics in Ottowa and from 
the heads of the Canadian medical 


acc/v*i a f io n s 
Bill HR 3252 proposes a national 


health plan with payments averaging $9 
per person per month. Enrollment to the 
program 
would 
be 
voluntary. 
All 
malpractice claims by enrollees would 
be submitted to an arbitration panel of 
the federal insurance agency set up to 
handle the insurance plan. 
Any settlements awarded by the panel 
would be paid immediately by the 
federal agency The agency would then 
be 
reimbursed 
by 
the 
physician's 
insurance or by the physician himself 
over a period of tune. 
“No one knows the exact figures," 
said Fisher, "but I would say 50 per cent 
of the present malpractice cost is paid 
under the table 
Patients with no 
legitimate complaint go to a doctor and 
scare or blackmail him into an out-of- 
court 
settlement. 
He'll 
have 
his 
insurance 
pay 
to 
avoid 
the 
bad 
publicity." 
Under HR 3252, a case would be heard 
in private by a qualified panel of 
professionals according to Fisher. Only 
legitimate suits would result in a cash 
settlement. 
"The reason I feel that a voluntary 
national health plan is the only vehicle 
for 
dealing 
with 
the 
malpractice 
problem," stated Fisher, "is because 
only in a voluntary system could you 
make arbitration mandatory without 
taking away a person’s rights. 
Fisher feels that if the present 
problem could have been dealt with 
legislatively it would have been dealt 
with long ago. 
With implementation of HR 3252, 
Fisher said that doctors would still 
carry malpractice insurance, but at 
roughly one tenth the cost, since claims 
would be greatly reduced by arbitration.

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Jobless 
rate 
soars

The nation’s unemployment 
rate in March soared to a 34- 
year hifh of 8.7 per cent, the 
government said today. Eight 
million Americans were unem 
ployed and looking for work, 
and another 1.1 million gave up 
even trying to find jobs 
The 8.7 per cent unemploy­ 
ment rate is the highest since 
1941 and exceeds the original 
estimate by President Ford 
that unemployment would not 
exceed 8.5 per cent this year 
The dramatic jump from 8.2 
per cent in February was 
caused by the loss of 500,000 
jobs 
last 
month 
and 
the 
addition of 300,000 people to the 
nation's work force of about 91 
million. 
In another setback for the 
battle against the recession, 
First National City Bank of 
New York declined to lower its 
prime interest rate from 7 
per cent, the lowest in the 
nation among major banks, 
despite the fact its formula 
called for a rate of 7 per cent. 
The bank changed its formula 
to maintain the prime at the 
higher rate. 
The Labor Department said 
the jobless rate for blue collar 
workers rose to a record 12.5 
per cent from 10.9 per cent in 
February. 
C onstruction 
workers continue to be hard hit 
with 15.8 per cent out of jobs. 
One out of every five teen­ 
agers were jobless, and 14.2 per 
cent of nonwhite workers were 
unemployed. The jobless rate 
among heads of households was 
5.8 per cent. This is a key 
statistic because in many cases 
these 
persons 
represent 
a 
family’s sole source of income 
The number of persons who 
have given up trying to find 
jobs rose to 1.1 million, the 
highest on record, the depart­ 
ment said These disenchanted 
workers are not included in the 
unemployment rate because 
the government counts only 
workers seeking new jobs. 
The report came a day after 
President Ford said in San 
Diego there would be "dis­ 
couraging” news about unem­ 
ployment and after Treasury 
Secretary William Simon said 
the jobless rate could hit 9 per 
cent this summer.

scowling 
gaze, 
Jacobsen said he paid the 
$10,000 in cash provided by the 
Associated Milk Producers Inc. 


in two installments, on May 14 
and Sept. 24,1971. 
“ He told me how helpful he 
had been in getting the price 
support decision and that he 
understood AMPI was raising a 
lot of money for political 
contributions,” Jacobsen, then 
an AMPI lawyer, testified. 
“ He said in effect, why didn’t 
I get them to raise a little 
money for him.” 
Jacobsen said he decided 
himself $10,000 would be an 
appropriate sum, neither too 
stingy nor so blatant as to make 
it appear “ we bought the (milk 
support) decision.” 
He said he presented Connal­ 
ly the AMPI cash in Washing­ 
ton on the two dates alleged, 
breaking it into two payments 
“ to get more credit for it.”

Ruffner said 
the bolts were tightened with a 
wrench. 
When 
the 
woman 
first 
became hard to manage and 
her memory failed, Ruffner 
said he used a lastic rope to 
restrain his mother, but said 
she untied it. 
He told the jury in the rural 
south-central 
Idaho farming 
community that his mother 
remained chained to her bed 
from December 1974 until her 
death 
Sunday. 
Except 
for 
periodic exercising, he said, 
“all she did was sit on the bed 
with the chain around her 
neck.” 
“ When I was there, I would 
unchain her for three to four 
hours at a tim e.” 
Under questioning, he told 
prosecutor Bill Manning that 
his mother would indiscrimi­ 
nately wander away, get into 
medicines and food stuffs and 
he felt it was in her best 
interest to restrain her.

A utility spokesman said that 
although the gas would not 
arrive before 1980, customers

monthly bills sometime after 
the middle of this year. 
The rate increase is needed 
to help defray the expense of 
obtaining an exclusive right to 
a 20-year supply of the gas, 
which is being developed by 
Atlantic Richfield Co., Los 
Angeles. The gas company has 
agreed to pay 60 per cent of the 
interest and loan costs on $420 
million Arco has borrowed to

“ We are able to stockpile 
blood by freezing it,” said Dr. 
Gerald Moss, surgery depart­

FBI arrests

FRESNO, Calif. (UPI) - George

here by the FBI on federal charges 
which allege he illegally cashed more 
than $3,000 in bank securities. 


If convicted, the 28-year-old veteran 
could receive 10 years in prison, the U.S. 
attorney’s office in San Francisco said. 


Atkinson was taken into custody in a 
Fresno motel and later released on 
$10,000 bail after appearing before a 
U.S. magistrate here.

21, 
in 
San 
Francisco 
in 
connection with the plan. She told 
authorities that she has an 18-month-old 
daughter named Angela Atkinson. 


According to the indictment made 
earlier this week but revealed Thursday, 
Atkinson induced a teller at the San 
Leandro office of the Wells Fargo bank 
to give him more than $3,000 in money 
orders, cashiers checks and bank drafts 
without receiving any money for them in 
late November and early December, 
1973 


The teller has not been charged. 


A second count charges that Atkinson 
induced teller Beverly Reynolds, a teller 
at an Oakland Bank of America branch, 
to offer payment for two bank drafts 
totalling $1,600 she knew were stolen. 


The indictment said Miss Nelms 
presented the drafts on behalf of 
Atkinson. Federal officials assert that

because

Brain training seen 
for space passenger 


HOUSTON (UPI) - Passen­ 
gers on Space Shuttle flights 
next decade may have to train 
their brains to easily cope with 
changes 
from 
gravity 
to 
weightlessness and back, just 
like 
some 
baseball 
hitters 
switch sides of the plate. 
The inner ear balance mech­ 
anism is thrown off when man 
first goes into space and it 
must adapt to the new feeling, 
said Dr. Jerry L. Homick of the 
biomedical research division at 
the Johnson Space Center. 
Upon return to earth, the 
mechanism 
has 
to 
change 
again, this time readapting to 
the balance clues the brain has 
always known. 
The Shuttle flights will only 
be for seven or eight days and 
the short time period means 
the passengers will need to 
adapt to one environment and 
then another within a few days. 
On the long-duration inter­ 
planetary 
flights 
at 
least 
several decades in the future, 
astronauts will probably have 
to be confined to bed upon their 
return to earth to let the inner 
ear get used to gravity again. 


Dr. Lawrence F. Dietlein, 
deputy director of life sciences 
at JSC, said what the men must 
do is "train their brains" to 
react to either environment. 


"It’s like someone who is 
am bidexterious," 
D ietlein 
said. "He can shift from one 
hand to the other with no strong 
thought 
process 
needed. 
It 
becomes subsconscious."

Homick said the returning 
Skylab astronauts last year all 
had trouble balancing them­ 
selves on rails and several 
could barely stand upright on 
the floor when they closed their 
eyes.

walking required a conscious 
effort,” Homick said. "Also, 
nearly all of the crewmen 
reported that they had to be

because they had a tendency to 
fall 
to 
the 
outside. 
This 
problem was described by a 
few of the crewmen as a 
sensation 
of 
forced 
lateral 
movement.” 
Homick said mild vertigo 
caused by head movements 
accompanied the balance prob­ 
lem. 
"The movement induced ver­ 
tigo diminished gradually and 
in most cases was gone within 
three to four days following 
splashdown," he said. 
He said it required up to 10 
days for the pilots to regain 
their equilibrium. 


Homick said that the as­ 
tronauts regained their equilib­ 
rium by getting used to the 
different visual clues than they 
had in space. In space, the 
weightless freedom of move­ 
ment allowed them to float 
parallel to the floor, near the 
ceiling or upside down and to go 
through doorways backwards, 
sideways or whatever. 


Back on earth, however, they 
had to readjust their thinking 
and look at things differently, 
he said. No longer able to float 
across a room, they had to

Why the delay? 


We accept with some glee the news that 
the county of Santa Barbara in a “robbing 
Peter to pay Paul” maneuver has found 
some funds, although the amount is not 
specific, to contribute to the repair of S-20 
highway. 
As all of us in this area know, S-20 has been 
in a sad state of repair for many, many 
months now, the result of earth slippage. The 
slippage occurred on the major traversed 
area of S-20, from the main gate at 
Vandenberg Air Force Base to Santa Maria. 
The entire solution to the problem of 
repairing this highly dangerous condition 
rests in Washington, D.C., it appears. The 
county has stated that to repair the road out 
of county budget would require more than 
the entire road budget for the fourth 
supervisorial district and then some. It is 
estimated that the repair costs will be 
$850,000.

In this season of high doubt concerning 
the Central Intelligence Agency and all 
its vaunted works, the mind turns to an 
episode from the remote past. I suppose 
I had better say that I swear on my 
grandmother’s grave that I have no 
personal knowledge of whether the CIA 
was involved in any way in the story; 
and to make the same pledge that no one 
connected with the CIA brought the 
story to my attention or, so far as I am 
able to judge, sneaked into my quarters 
at night and dribbled a catnip trail from 
my desk to a cobwebbed book published 
12 years ago, wherein lies the tale, in all 
its essentials.

Senate President Pro Tern James 
Mills has authored a bill seeking a 10 per

$21,120 annually. In justification of the 
measure he released a “study” by 
Legislative Analyst A. Alan Post which 
concluded the solons pay has trailed 
public and private employes. He recited 
lawmaker pay increases have totalled 32 
per cent since 1967, contrasting that to 
an average 49.7 for private workers and 
58.5 for "comparable” state workers. 


The Post report has all of the 
earmarks of a study written to support 
prearranged conclusions. He knows who 
puts the butter on his bread. As a full­ 
time employe of the Legislature, his job 
depends upon keeping the good will of 
the 120 members. 


There is no disputing that inflation has 
eroded the dollar value of legislative 
salaries. The cost of living index has 
risen at least 10 per cent in the past

suspended diplomatic relations with Cuba, 
and only Herbert Mathews of the New 
York Times, who discovered Castro and 
swore by his virginity, was still 
defending Castro. All of a sudden, up and 
down the land appeared huge newspaper 
ads defending Castro, sponsored by 
something called the Committee for 
Fair Play to Cuba. 


The burden of the message was that 
the United States was really failing to 
understand Castro. All he was trying to 
do was conduct a clean revolution for 
the benefit of the dispossessed. He was 
no more a Communist than, oh, St. 
Luke. All he desired was to “turn Cuba 
over to the Cubans.’’ The forces of the 
cold war in America were seeking to 
cast him in the role of a Soviet tool, 
which was preposterous and unfair. 
A long night’s struggle between 
charity and historical straight-shooting 
was won by the latter, and under the 
circumstances I record, painfully, that 
among the signers of that ad — which, 
by the way, Mrs. Eleanor Roosevelt 
politely but firmly declined to sign — 
were, from the American literary 
world, Norman Mailer, James Baldwin, 
and Truman Capote. From France, of 
course Jean Paul Sartre and Simone de 
»voir — their signatures were all the 


more poignant considering that 11 years 
later 
they 
published 
a 
fervent 
denunciation of Castro prompted by his 
persecution of the Cuban poet, Heberto 
Padilla. 
The most conspicuous English signer 
of the declaration was Kenneth Tynan, 
the drama critic and producer who 
found things American on the whole too 
vulgar to bear, and so expressed his 
despair by growing rich and fat on the 
production 
of 
the 
pom-shot 
“Oh, 
Calcutta!” 
But that was several years later. In 
1960 he was called by the Senate’s 
Internal Security Subcommittee and 
asked what did he know about the 
provenance of the Committee for Fair 
Play to Cuba. His article on the subject, 
published in Harpers Magazine, is a 
classic in self-pity. If Solzhenitsyn had 
been as easily deterred, he’d have 
foresworn writing the first time he saw 
a picture poster of Stalin saying: The 
Soviet Union Wants You! 
Tynan made his ordeal at the hands of 
the Senate Committee sound like the 
greatest tribulation since Job’s: and the 
echo chambers in America that are 
always tuned to sigh resonantly when

yea*, d ui t'ost recommended only 8.5 
for state workers and only three per 
cent for the retired state employes, 
leaving one to wonder how the erosion is 
different for one than another. 
If Post had gone back to 1966 he would 
have had to report that the legislators 
have 
experienced 
salary 
increases 
amounting to 352 per cent in less than 
ten years. The increase proposed by 
Mills would make it nearly 400 per cent. 
On top of that the lawmakers receive a 
tax free allowance of $225 a month for an 
automobile along with an unlimited 
supply of free petrol to ambulate. While 
that is no small item they also receive 
nearly a $1000 a month tax free “living 
expenses,” unlimited telephone usage 
and a generous postage allowance which 
permits several mailings each year to 
all constituents, printed at public 
expense. 
Perhaps legislative salaries are not 
adequate. Speaker Leo McCarthy thinks 
they 
are 
not 
and 
argues 
that 


aujuaiments must be made “If we want 
to attract top flight people.” That 
ignores the fact that several hundred 
persons sought the 120 seats in the 
elections last year. 
Still, McCarthy is showing a more 
sensible approach to the problem than 
Mills. Instead of rushing ahead with a 
salary bill based upon nothing more than 
the charade of comparing lesser public 
salaries with higher ones, which are 
probably excessive themselves, he is 
calling for a broad based citizens 
committee 
to 
review 
the 
issue. 
McCarthy also displays good judgment 
when he suggests the determination be 
one of establishing salaries and ending 
the “fringe” 
benefits which have 
brought continuing criticisms from the 
press and the public. 
McCarthy has become almost bitter in 
his resentment of these criticisms. His 
assessment that the entire Legislature 
is bearing the brunt for the indiscretions 
of a few is undeniable. Yet it is 


unheard, went to work. Tynan became a 
national hero as, lace handkerchief in 
hand, he wondered, sobbingly whether 
he would ever be allowed to work in 
America again, except to produce smut.

unrealistic to think the press would 
overlook something as flagrant as 
Assemblyman Ken Meade’s abuse of his 
automobile privilege. Meade is the 
lawmaker who loaned his state leased 
car to his ex-wife for an extended stay in 
Kansas, thereby coining a new synonym 
for “greedy.” No longer are state cars 
for the needy but for the “Meady .” 
In the light of Governor Jerry Brown’s 
forthright stand and actions on public 
salaries, McCarthy’s quest for a citizen 
committee study on salaries should be 
an all inclusive one. It should relate 
state and local government salaries, 
including those at the University. This 
would put each in proper perspective 
and end the continuing game of setting 
salaries by odious comparisons of one 
level of government with another. Being 
a government of the people a citizen 
committee would seem an appropriate 
way to determine the salaries of public 
employes and officials. Vox populi, let 
the people speak.
